KING GEORGE MAY TESTIFY. 


Trial of Mylits for Assertion of Mor 
ganatic Marriage Begins To-day. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Feb. 1.—Pro- 
ceedings wil begin to-day before the Lord 
Chief Justice and a special jury. brought 
by the Crown authorities against Edward 
F.. Mylius, who is charged with having 
been concerned in the publication of sedi- 
tious articles and a defamatory state-~ 
ment that King George, when Prince of 
‘Wales, was morganaticaly married to the 
daughter of an Admiral at Malta. 

According to ‘The Standard, there is 
still a-possibility that the King may ap- 
pear in’ the witness béx if Mylius persists 
in his plea» of justification. The law 
officers of the Crown, Sir Rufus Isaacs 
and Sir John A. Simon, may advise his 
Majesty to adopt this course. 

The case is likely to occupy two days 
and the evidence presented will include 
the marri registers from Malta, cover- 
ing the whole period of the King's serv- 
ice with the Mediterranean fleet, Many 
distinguished men, associated, with the 
King“at the time of the aleged marriage, 
are expected to appear as witnesses: 

Edward James, the American, whd is 
editdr of The Liberator, in which thé al- 
leged libelous statements were published, 
says he regrets that, he will be unable 
to. leave Paris and come to London to 
assist Mylius.

Though Lawyers Admit Seeking 
Her. First Abroad and Her 


Mothe#.Is Now in Europe. 


PERHAPS WENT. BY TRAIN 
‘And Maybe Voluntarily, Father’s Law- 
yer Saye—Received Personal Let- 
tere by Genera! Delivery. 


The lawyers for Francis R. Arnold of 
108 East. Seventy-ninth Street,father of 


jthe missing Miss Dorothy Arnold, admit- 


ted yesterday that the young woman did 
recetve personal letters as- well as re- 
jected manuscripts at the General Deliv- 
ery window of the Post Office, and: that 
some of these letters probably bore for- 
eign postmarks} that “‘ folders" of sev- 
eral Huropean steamship lines had been 
found. among her effects aftér her disap- 
pearance, and that Mrs. Arnold, . her 
mother, is probably still in Italy, where 
recently she interviewed George 8S. Gris- 
qm, Jr., who had known her daughter, 
‘Yet they believed that Miss Arnold when 
she left New York, as they admit now she 
perhaps did voluntarily, went by train 
rather than by steamship. 

Nevertheless, one of the first things they 
did when they began their search for Miss 
Arnold was to send wireless messages to 
every liner eastbound on the Atlantic and 
instruct the Pinkerton agents in Europe 
to meet all incoming liners from New 
York. One of the Pinkerton agents abroad 
aid think’ he had found Miss Arnold and 
cabled to New York, “I have the girl.” 
The girl.proved to bé a New York dress- 
maker on her way to Paris to study the 
fashions. 

That Miss Arnold left behind her/letters 
frem George 8S. Griscom, Jr.,.ae has been 
said bef6re, was another admiasion made 
by the Arnold attorneys yesterday, who 
added that as soon as these letters were 
read they communicated with him in 
Italy by cable. His answer convinéed 
the lawyers that he had no knowledge of 
Miss Arnold’s whereabuts. When her 
brother, Johh Arnold, went abroad,’ the 
lawyers explained, it was but natural 
that while in Florence he should call upos 
one who had known his sister.

MR. HUTCHINS EXPLAINS. 


Tells How Hé Came to Buy and Sell 
Stock in a Robin Concern. 


Melburn W. Hutchins, Chief Examiner 
of the State Banking Department, when 
informed of the charge Robin made on 
the stand, first declared that he did not 
care to discuss it 

** My friends know that any such state- 
ment is absurd,” he said. ‘“‘ However, I 
do not care to discuss any charge that 
Rubin might make against me because if 
I, did so I would have to assume that 
the man is sane. That being the case 1 
decline to go into this matter any 
further.” 

Later he gave out this statement: 


“In the early part of January, 1907, 
Frederick D. Kilburn,- then Superintend- 
ent of Banks, came to me and suggested 
that he could obtain for me some stock 
in the Fidelity Devel ent Company, a 
real estate company then newly organ- 
ized, of which he was to become Presi- 
dent upon Jeaving the de ment. He 
stated that several mutual friends from 
our native town, Malone, N. Y., were g0o- 
ing to invest in the company. 

“Acting upon his advice, I purchased 
through him on Jan. 6, 1607, forty-five 
shares of the preferred stock of the Fi- 
delity Development Company, receiving 
with it a bonus of forty-five shares of the 
common stock. I paid therefor $3,000, of 
which amount my sister-in-law, Miss S. 
Danta Palmer, now of Wilmington, Conn., 
contributed $500, and my son Arthur, 
then, as now, in the employ of the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, $500. 

“After owning this stock for about 
three months I learned for the first time 
that Joseph G. Robin, who up to that 
time had not boen actiye in ban mat- 
ters, was dominant in the affairs of the 
company, and that its expenses for ad- 
vertising alone approximated $600 or $700 
aday. After reflect? on these facts I 
tuld Mr. Kilburn that proposed to sell 
my stock; that if I knew of a customer 
I should be glad to sell through him, but 
if not, I should offer the stock at auc- 
tion. He told me that there would be no 
trouble in selling; that, on the contrary, 
the stock was in great demand, and that 
he would sell the stock for me. 

** Afterward, and on April 30. 1907, Mr. 
Robin came to me at the office of the 
department, “52 Ppecway. and said: ‘I 
learn from Mr. Kilburn that you want to 
sell your Fidelity Development Company 
stock.’ Upon my replyi in the affirm- 
ative, he asked me what I would take for 
it, and I told him $4,000, for the ninety 
shares which I had purchased. 

“He stated that there was a pros-

F. L. Grant, the indicted President of 
the Northern Bank, applied yesterday to 
upreme Court Justice Gerard for an order 
directing the District Attorney to nermit 
him to examine the books and papers of 
the bank, now impounded. Grant was In- 
dicted for his failure to report a loan.

gued that Grant’s application was made to 
assist him in os aring bis defense to the 
charge on which he was indicted. He said 
that a previous application for the ex- 
amination had been denied by Judge 
Swann in General Sessions. 
Gerard indicated by remarks 
from the bench that he believed Grant 
as an officer of the bank should have 
access to the books, no matter what his 
object, but reserve’ decision to give beth 
sides an opportunity to file briefs.

| Leaders Now Openly Against Him, He 


Turns from Them, and, Like Roose- 
velt, Looks to the People. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 81.—Senate leaders 
flatly declared to-day that there is noth- 
ing whatever in: the talk lately heard of 
an extra session for the consideration of 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement. They 
admit with faint conviction the possibility 
of favorable action by the Senate at this 
session, but this admission ig) followed 
by the further statement that feeling 
against the proposal—especially among the 
New Englanders—is growing every day. 
At the same time, the Democrats assert 
that their opposition to the Tariff Board 
bill, which passed the House last night, 
is deep seated, and they express the opin- 
fon that the measure will be talked to 
death; when it reaches the floor of the 
Senate. 

It is an odd situation in which the Presi- 
dent finds himself in regard to the pas- 
sage of his Canadian bill. In the tariff 
struggle of two years ago he placed his 
whole reliance on the leaders of the Sen- 
ate—the New England reactionaries—and 
he has éver since stoutly maintained that 
with their aid he obtained the adoption 
of the best Tariff bill ever enacted. In 
that struggle he cut clear of the insur- 
gents, who had worked for his election, 
and the insurgents have never returned 
to their allegiance. Now it is the old re- 
actionaries who are leading in: their oppo- 
sition to the tariff reduction involved in 
the Canadian pact, and their ranks are 
strengthened by the support of most of 
the insurgents. ; 

A complete reversal of. the President's 
alignment in Congress has been brought 
about, and an equally complete modifica- 
tion of his ordinary tactics. The Presi- 
dent set, himself the task of being “a 
constitutional President,"’ executing the 
law and minding his own business. He 
soon found he had to take part in the 
fights in Congress, and he then leaned on 
the old leaders. Now the leaders are 
against him almost openly, and Mr. Taft 
falls back to what has always been con- 
sidered the exclusively Rooseveltian pol- 
icy of waiting to “hear from the coun- 
try.” This Is politics ‘‘close to the 
ground,”’ as was said in the last term, and 


| Mr. Taft is new at the game. 


It is true, however, that he has at least 
put the Senators in the position of wait- 
ing for news from home. The President 
has been flooded with letters and tele- 
grams of approval from various sections, 
but it must be remembered that the Sen- 
ators, as representatives of particular 
States, may be expected to know fairly 
well in advance what their people think. 
Certainly the New Englanders have noth- 
ing to fear on that score, while their fear 
of Canadian competition in their pulp 
wood, vegetable, and dairy industries is 
stronger than ever. 

Incidentally; it may be noted, seventeen 
bron rmen_ from,Gloucester pick- 
eted Pennsylvania. Avenue to-day for a 
chance to express their views on Cana- 
dian reciprocity to Assistant Secretary 
Andrews, and succeeded in accosting him 
as he was lunching In a hotel] café. 


They told him the fishing industry of 
Gloucester would disappear if Canadian 
reciprocity became a reality; .Mr. An- 
drews is from Indiana, but has:a Summer 
home at Gloucester. He invited the skip- 
pérs to be his guests at the theater. 

The Ways and Means Committee gave 
the reciprocity bill some informal consid- 
eration to-day, which, however, develop- 
ing the support to be given to the measure 
when it reaches a vote on its final dis- 
position. It was decided that the Com- 
mittee could not consistently act on the 
bill without enlightment from outside, and 
Committee voted to begin hearings on 
Thursday on the .various articles em- 
braced in the bill Quick work is hoped 
for both in Committee and on the floor 
of the House. 

Then it will come to the Senate, and 
while Senator Hale of Maine is an in- 
fluential member of the Committee on 
Finance, it is likely that the measure will 
be reported out without too much delay. 

Then it will have a gantilet to run. 
By that time public opinion may have ex- 
pressed itself so clearly that a straight 
vote would show a majority lined up for 
reciprocity, but it is hard to see now, 
with the men opposed to it, who have al- 
ready made their position clear, how a 
straight \vote can be reached. Mr. Hale 
is a stubborn and skillful fighter, and 
Mr. Heyburn of Idaho has enormous en- 
durance when it comes to talking against 
the clock, Then there are many. others, 
with only Democrats really interested in 
the bill's adoption. 

It is a diffement set opposed to the Tariff 
Boardy but the Democrats repeat to-day 
what they have said all along, that the 
opposition will be no, less successful. <A 
little discussion on this subject came up 
this morning when Mr. Beveridge, who 
has led in the fight for the Tariff Com- 
mission, asked that the House bill simply 
lie on the table subject to call at any time.

Members of the National Tariff Commis- 
sion Association, the organization of busi- 
ness men that has been carrying on the 
campaign for a permanent Tariff Board, 
are highly pleased with the action taken 
by the House. Their views were voiced 
to-night by the President of the Associa- 
tion, John Candler Cobb of Boston. 

“The bill as adopted,” said Mr. Cobb, 
“‘s in every essential feature in entire 
accord with the position of the National 
Tariff Commission Association, and the 
resolution: adopted at our recent conven- 
tion. 

“Tt is especially tifying from the 
standpoint of our efforts to make the

PANAMA BOND BILL IN TO-DAY. 


Would Bar 3 Per Cents from National 
Bank Circulation. 


Special to The New Yor Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 381.—The bill to 
deprive 8 per cent. Panama bonds of 
availability for the purpose of securing 
Nationa! bank circulation will be reported 
to-morrow from the Committee on Ways 
and Means. 4 

The measure is entitled “a bill to re- 
strain the Secretary of the Treasury from 
receiving bonds issued’ to provide money 
for the building of the Panama Canal as 
neny for the issue of circulating notes 
to National banks.” 

It is believed that the Panama 2 
cents can’:be sustained against le 
depreciation by providing that further 
issues do not possess value as security for 
National banknote circulation. 

The bill provides “‘ that the Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized to insert in the 
bonds issued by him under the Panama 
clause of the Payne-Aldrich act a pro 
vision that such bonds shall not be re- 
ceivable by the Treasurer of the United 
States as: security for the issue of ‘circu- 
lating notes to 
bonds containing such provision shall not 
be receivable for that purpose.” * 


OIL LANDS WITHDRAWN. 


Taft Thus Conserves 143,380 Acres In 
Wyoming—Lost Homesteads Restored, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—President Yatt 
has withdrawn from all forms of disposi- 
tion 143,380 acres of land in Wyoming, it 
was announced at the Department of the 
Interior to-day. This area is reserved for 
the purpose of classification and in aid 
of legislation effecting the use and dis- 
posal of petroleum lands belonging to the 


United States. That these lands are valu- 
able for ofl has been indicated by a field 
examination. 

Second homesteads and desert land en- 
tries to persons who may have lost their 
rights through no fault of their own are 
authorized by a bill just passed by the 
Senate. The sale of lands reserved for ir- 
rigation projects, when not so needed, is 
provided for by another bill the Senate

pressed. 

In the evidence offered to show that Mr.

Estimate Board Urged to Abolish Per 
Diem Plan of Paying Instructors. 


If the park playground system is not to 
be harmed by driving out the best in- 
structors, the per diem plan of payment 
must be abolished, according to ghe City 
Playground League.. Under the old plan 
the instructors were paid by the month. 
The per diem. system went into effect on, 
Jan, 1 with the .result, Miss Mabel E. 
Macomber, President of the league, says, 
of making it impossible fér the instructors 
to earn a living. » Therefore the best in- 
structors are leaving, and other. good 
teachers cannot be obtained except tempo- 
rarily while they are looking for other 
jobs. 

An instructor now gets $2 for each day 
he works, If it rains half a day and he 
has to stop work he gets only $1. If it 
rains a week, as sometimes happens, he 
gets nothing. 

“In such gases,” said Miss Maconiber 
yesterday, “it is not possible for him to 
go to his grocer and say, ‘I can’t pay 
you this week because it rainei.” ”

LABOR LAW HITS GIRL USHERS 


Comedy Theatre Drops Female Help 
Under 21—Test Case to be Made: 


If the recently enacted State Idbor law 
is carried out to the letter, some theatre 
workers besides so-called stage children 
will be-seriously affected. This week the 
theatres have received notice from James 
L.. Gernon, Chairman of the State Mer- 
chandise Inspection Commission, calling 
attention to a section of the law which 
forbids the employment of boys under 1¢ 
years of age and girls under 21 after 10 
o'clock at night or before 7 in the morn- 
ing. There nothing in the wording of 
the act to indicate whether this means 
that boys and girls under the prescribed 
age shall not/work continuously between 
7 tm the morni and 10 at night or 
whether they shall not work ‘at all be- 
tween the hours of 10 and 7, no matter 
whether they rest during the other fifteen 
hours of the twenty-four.

THE BANKING POSITION. 

The Washington dispatches bringing 
the statement of the National banks 
of the United States for Jan. 7 make 
ap unnecessary mystery of the most 
marked change, the decrease of indi- 
vidual deposits by $158,312,849. The 
statement for the banks of this city 
was complete some days ago, an@-it was 
then remarked that the exchanges for 
the Clearing House were only $82,8180,- 
400, against $230,129,300 in November, 
and $292,678,000 on Jan. 31, 1910. The 
only. obscurity results from the fact 
that the statements prepared for the 
Treasury and the local Clearing House 
differ in details. More than once 
the adoption has been urged of a 
similar statement which would show 
the facts at a glance, and the 
present incident illustrates the use- 
fulness of the suggestion. It would 
then appear to anybody that the dis- 
crepancy under. remark is no discrep- 
ancy at all, but is due simply to the 
‘fact that the statement was called for 
on a Saturday, when there is no Stock 
Exchange business with the banks.

the English-speaking stage we do not 
recall a predecessor to “ The Piper,” a 
play accorded a prize by readers ‘of it 
in manuscript, which is found to meet 
effectively the requireménts of the 
stage. , é 

The production of “The Piper” at 
The New Theatre will be treasured in 
memory as one of the happiest incidents 
in the brief-history of that playhouse. 
The facilities, pictorial and mechanical, 
of its vast stage have never been devoted 
to a better purpose. JoszPrnins Pazs- 
TON PwABopY’s play, dealing with a 
fanciful subject, is proved to have the 
vitality and dramatic force all stage 
pieces must possess, with a rare lyrical 
charm of its own. It is & true ‘work of 
dramatic art, a skiliful example of the- 
atrical craftsmanship, and belongs 
properly in The New Theatre's reper- 
tory. The wondér remains that it Is a 
“ prize play.” The estimate of ite value 
by purely literary judges ts confirmed.

JUDGE M’ADOO’S WORK. 

Every man and woman in this city 
who may be subject to a wrongful or 
unnecessary arrest, every accused per- 
s0n guaranteed a speedy trial, all first 
offenders, and the masses of the poor 
who suffer wrongs and seek redress 
are deeply concerned in the attempt at 
Albany to defeat the reforms of the 
lower criminal courts under the Chief 
Magistrates and Justices appointed by 
Mayor Gayxor. The men who accom- 
panied Thiet Magistrate McApDoo yes- 
terday in his inspection of the Magis- 
trates’ Cuurts of Manhattan ‘saw in the 
condemned Hssex Market Court a sam- 
ple of all that was bad in the old sys- 
tem, In its foul detention peng thou- 
pands..of innocent persons’ have been 
kept in:.company with drunkards, 
thieveg,.and murderers. .-Above these 
dungeons is the courtroom, where the 
officer on the bridge, unheard by the 
accused, whispered his’ chafge to: the 
Magistrate; where the “runners” of 
the shyster lawyers and the bailers of 
unfortunate women sought their prey; 
where hasty and ill-judged commit- 
ments were made, and improper dis- 
charges obtained. Witnessing the 
spectacle wet crowds of dissolute 
men, deserted .wiyes and their ¢childten 
awaiting the calling of their tazés, and 
some few public-spirited men who de- 
plored the politician-ridden courts.

GOOD ROADS IMPERILED. 

The intent of the State Highways 
bill introduced by- Senator MurTavucH 
and.Assemblyman CoL.in could not be 
plainer if st proposed in terms to give 
to Tammany the-spending of the $50,- 
000,000 appropriation for good roads, 
The bill leaves the newly created De- 
partment of Highways untouched, its 
advocates say; it merely provides it 
with new heads. Two of the three 
new heids cannot possibly attend to 
their business. To the State Engineer. 
is assigned the preparing of plans and 
specifications for road contracts, and 
tp the Superintendent of Public Works 
is delegated. the power to award con- 
tracts. They are already immersed in 
the work of the $101,000,000 barge 
canal, so the law providentially permits 
them to name deputies to attend the 
meetings at which contracts are to be 
approved and awarded. They know 
nothing about the special problems of 
reconstructing the State’s highways. 
If they could spend all their time-on 
this work they would be out of office 
before they had acquired the experi- 
ence of the present commission, and 
their successors would start afresh 
upon the same road of ignorance and 
inevitable waste. Their deputies will, 
of course, be inferior men,\who ‘would 
dispose of the rich patronage of the of- 
fices.. The third member of the new 
board, called in the Murtaugh bill the 
Superintendent of Highways, would 
act as the rubber stamp of the polit- 
ical deputies of his associates. 

The present Highways Commission 
is continuous in its policy. Instead of 
the three Commissionerships at once 
becoming Vacant every two years—as 
this bill provides—the Commissioners 
are appointed for a six years’ term, one 
Commissioner by each ificoming Gov- 
ernor. That wise policy was approved 
by beth parties: by a practically vnant-+ 
mous vote of the* Legislature. : It per~ 
mits a contindous policy of highway 
administration, modified by the Gov- 
ernors through their successive ap- 
pointments. Commissioner Baru's place 
is now at Gov. Drx’s disposal. 

This Dill raises a grave issue. The 
issue involves the honor of the Democ- 
racy of this State, Shall Tammany 
have the millions devoted to good 
roads? The insurgent Democratic leg- 
islators who are defeating MuRPur's 
attempted contro! of the patronage of 
a United States Senatorghip can defeat 
this attempt to hold the State up on 
its own highways to rob It of its mill- 


ions. 
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THE ACADEMY OF DESIGN.

Sculpture Society, 
the various organizations of painters 
in water colors, and the mural paint- 
ers is desirable. New York ts, properly 
speaking, the art centre of this country, 
and its foremost society of - artists 
should be enable? to exhibit the work 
of native artists under suitable condi- 
tions. The Academy has the confidence 
and support of all the public-spirited 
citizens of New York, and we hope that 
these will be manifested ener in a 
practical way.

That law, passed in 1903, 
says: ‘‘Any person who with Intent to injure 
or defraud his employer enters into @ contract 
in writing for the performance of any act of 
service, and thereby obtains money or other 
personal property from such employer, and, 
with like intent withoyt just cause, without 
refunding such money, refuses or fails to per- 
form such act or service, must, on conviction, 

be punished as if he had stolen the property.’’ 
Then this law goes on to say: * And the re- 
fusal or failure of any person who enters inte 
such @ contract to refund’ such money or pay 
for such property without just cause shall be 
prima facie evidence of the intent te injure or 
defraud his employer.” ; 

In other words, if the man work 
it wag not required that the employer prove 
a fraudulent intention, but the burden of 
proof was put on the laborer and his act: of 
stopping work was prime facie evidence. Not 
only this, but any one who understands the 
method of hiring labor in the rural South 
knows that under the usual gystem no black 
labober can stop work at any time without be- 
ing technically in his master’s debt. Wages 
are paid only once a year, at Christmas time, 
when the cotton crop is marketed.

Under the trade custom goods mar 
‘‘all wool’’ were supposed to be 7p 
cotton, Isaac Hamburger & ns, cloth- 
ing manufacturers of Baltimore, started 
the fight by returning to Nathan’ Wogif 
of this city a consignment of cloth marked 
all wool” and yet com , it was al- 
leged, of shoddy and cotton, Woolf sued 
Hamburger & Sons to contpel them to 
receive the goods, and set up as a defense 
that a “trade custom of long standing 
startdardized the practice. in marking. as 
‘all wool” goods which were really com- 
posed in part of other ingredients.” 

Prominent manufacturers. told in court 
ofthe harm done to New York's \reputa- 
tion by the practices of certain houses 
which drove trade from this city. 

Justice Erlanger decided that goods were 
not “ allwool” whenever there was any- 
thing in them other than wool. He in- 
strficted the jury to find for the defendant 
and to disregard the plea as to “ trade 
custom.”’ :
